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PREFACE 


The diplomatic correspondence of the United States is published 
oflBciaUy by the Department of State in the series of volumes entitled 
Papers Behiing to the Foreign Belaiions oj the Uniied States, usually 
referred to as Foreign Belations. This series includes one or more 
volumes for each year beginning with 1861, with the exception of 
1869, for which year no volume was issued, and recent years for which 
the volumes have not yet been published. Each volume is indexed 
separately. The volumes for the years prior to 1900 are also indexed 
in the General Index to the Published Volumes of the Diplomatic Corre~ 
spondence and Foreign Belations of the Uniied States, 1861-1899 
(Washington, Government Printing Office, 1902). 

The present General Index for the years ,1900-1918 covers twenty- 
four volumes of Foreign Belations. These include one regular volume 
for each year, except 1906 and 1907 for which years there are two 
volumes each designated Part I or Part II, and also three appendices: 
1901, Appendix, Affairs in China; 1902, Appendix I, Whaling and 
Sealing Claims against Russia; and 1902, Appendix II, United States 
vs. Mexico in the matter of the Pious Fund of the Califomias. Citation 
in this index to the above volumes is by year and page. Parts I and 
II for the years 1906 and 1907 are indicated by Roman numerals 
following the years. The appendices are cited as follows: '01, app.; 
'02, app. I; ’02, app. II. 

The volumes of Foreign Belations for the years 1914-1918 dealing 
with the World War and the Russian Revolution do not come within 
the scope of the present index.

Subject? are indexed both under general headings and 
countiy headings, with cross references used to avoid duplication of 
the longer entries. In making cross references the terms supra and 
infra have been used to refer to other sub headings under the same 
main heading.
